referencing a number of locations in memory by forming addresses and correct 
buffer mappings corresponding to separate buffers in a plurality of buffers; and 
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communicating data from the referenced locations in memory to a processing 
unit, wherein the processing unit concurrently receives inputs from the separate buffers 
in the plurality of buffers and outputs to another buffer in the plurality of buffers.
